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BANK FAILURE.,
The Traders' Bank, of Chicago, Placed ina
Recelver’s Hands—Liabilities, $1,000.000.

Cricaco, Oct. 2 —Hiram McChesney was ap-
pointed receiver of the Traders' Bank, corner of
Madison and Lasalls sireets, this morning, by
Judge Shepard, under a petition filed by Thomas
P. Tollmao, the casbier. Mr. McChesney gave
a boad for $500,000 and was ordered to take

ebarge of all the effects that belong to the bank,

or are beld by it in trust The newa waa re-

ceived with a great deal of surprice and floated
around with the unsual swiftness of a rumor
among the lawyers, and caused more than oune
to exouse bimseif from a case and hurry ardund
to protect clients who were the bank’s ereditors,
The liabilities are on the verge of $§1,000,000.
Iu his petition for a receiver, Mr. Toliman says
that the bank, which is a private one, has
done a geperal bank business: that Joseph
C. Rutter bas been president and the
petitioner cashier for ten years. The capital
stock is $200,000, divided into 2,000 shares, of
which Mr. Rutter holds 1,500 and Mr. Tollman

600, There were no other shareholders. For
six montbs, be says, Mr Rutter, the president,
has been an invalid and incapable of attending
to the affairs of the bank. ke bas gradually
grown worse, until now he is dangerously ill
and wholly anable to even consider or consult
with the cashier coneerning the business, or the
management, or any of the details of the corpor-
«wtion's business. At present, he says, there is
no hope of the recovery or even the improve-

entof Mr. Rutter. He is unconseious, and

been so for shirty hours. Up to the time of

his sickpess Mr. Rutter was the active head of
the bouse, but since his illness the management
bas been wholly on the haudsof Mr, Toll-
man., In epite of his efforts, he
says, he hss Dbeen unable to build up
the business of the bank, the liabilities continue
to exzceed the assets, and uniess immediate
steps are Ltaken to collect and preserve the as-
sets, irreparable damage and loss will result to
both the ereditors sud shareholders of the bank,
The business now shows a steady deerease, Mr.
Tollman says, and the assets are being rapidly
consumed and eaten up in the expenses of the
management, while the liabilities are steadily
inereasing. The assets he places nomiually at
$009.356.29, consisting of cash and bilis re-
ceivable The trouble is thata great portion of
this is not available, and cannot be vsed rozdily
to assist the bank under its old meanagement.

Cashier Tollman, when asked about the mat-
ter, declared that the flurry in wheat bad noth-
ing whatever to do with the failure, which was
due entirely to poor business and Mr. Rutter's
illness, Fe said that if all that is due the back
ean be collected the debts can be paid in full
They are mostly to small depositors in this city
and in the farming districta and towns of north-
ern lllincis. The baok was originally organized
in Freeport, 111, acd was sobsequently removed
to this city, bringing its coustry trade with it,
It is organized under the State bauking law. It
is not balieved that the failure will affeet avy
otber bank or icdividual of any counsiderable
financial stanaine,

THE WHEN

LOSS OF LIFE ON THE LAKES,

Rescued from a Drifting Barge and Drowned
When in Sight of the Shore.

SAxinac, Mish,, Oct. 2 —There has been a tor-
rible storm raging bere since sarly last evening.
At 7 o'clock last pight the life-saviog erew from
Sand Beach started out, and at 11 p. ». they
roscued a crow of six men and one lady from the
barge St Clair. Tohey were seen uearing this
place at 7 o'cloek this mornlog, and everything
was made ready for their help. As the boat
passad she end of the dock the captain rounded
her up, to come vp to the dock. Just as he did
80 a high breaker strueck the boat, turning her
completely over. Evary one expected her to
right again, but she failed to do sc. The eatire

erew belonging to the Loat reached shore, tow-
ing two of the other crew with them. The re-
mainder, foar men aud one Wwoman, Were
drowned pear the shore. The pames of the lost
Are:

Capt C. H. Jones, of Bay City: Heary Ander-
son, of Australia; George Melarland, of Cleve-
land; Lorus Fecrtaw, of Bay City; Julia Grea-
wreath, of Sebewaing, cook.

The rescued are: Maurice MeKenna, of Bay
Ciry; Jobhn Rose, of Detreit. The bodies of the
drowned have not been recovered,

The wind began to blow very hard from the
northwest, yesterday afternoon, and eontioued
with incressing violence during the night It
was one of the wildest nights ever seon here at
this season of the vear. The sea was running
wountaios high. T'he steam barge Lowell, with
six in tow, asitempted to make the harbor here
shortly before 9 o'slock last night, but her lines
parted, aod while she came salely iuside, the six
barges we:rt adrift in the lake. The St. Ciair,
loaded wich coal, went to pieces and drilted
ashore near Rock Falls, two miles down the
shore. The life-saving crew went to her assist-
ance and succaeded in getting the erew of »ix
mep and & woman, the latter the cook, into the
life-boat. The sea was running so bigh that the
life-boat was forced down the lake twenty-six
miles, and finally capsized near Port Sinilae
dock, and the woman and four of the St. Clair's
crew were drowred. .

The schooner Kacine is on the reef below the
barbor. Her crew was takea off by the life-
eaving crew, *

The barge Seaguil, one of the tow of the pro-
peller Lowell, has gone ashore between hers
and Forestville, and is fast breaking up. What
the fateof the crew may be has not yet been
learned hore, but the wors: is feared.

Toe Cromwell is hard asbore, bat will be
saved if the wind goes down. The Magnet has
not been heard from yet, but it is thought she
rode out the gale. The two otber barges, the
Lily May and the Wi Ycung, rode out the gale
at anchor outside the barbor.

THE CHICAGO WHEAT CORNEER.

The Board Continues to Exbibit Interesting
Features—Rise in the December Option.

Curicaao, Oet. 2.—The condition of things on
‘Change is still very interesting. Each day has
its new features. The excitement kept prices
bobbiog abont, runoicg bigh and low. Big
traders curbed their transactions for fear of
driving those with whotn they have contracts to
the wall, and thereby losing their profits. After
the bigh prices of yesterday morning it is
known that a big number of pluogers, with 10
or 1J cents profit in wheat on their books, were
selling. They thougzht it safe to close their
deals and get their profits and put them in the
banks again. Bat for this feeling prices might
have gone much higher yesterday, aud thenum-

ber of failures become as great as in the
papic of 1887 Almost everybody on
the curb and on the street last night and early
this morniog said things would be easier in
wheat to-day. As usual, everybody was mis-
taken. It was with diflleuity that tha official
reporter could get within one ceunt of the cor-
rect price oo any fulure on any opening, eo
great was the confusion in the pit. I'he events
of the morning make it look as though there
would be no reaction of importance this week, if
at all. Oune reason for this isthat buying ordera
from the outside were in the hands of many
brokers this morning. The market acis as it
paed 1o five years or more ago, when such
prices as prevail at present were a customary
thing, When the frst prices were pamed
in the pit the “‘bears” seemed tq lack nerve.
October flew up to $1.07, December to $1.08, and
May to 81.09, an advance of about J cents in
less than five mioutes, Then prices dropped
back 1 cent, and again went up § of a cent, and
for the rest of tha forenocon December bobbed
botween $1.064 and #1.073 DMarkets at New
York, Dulath and elsewhere were higher, and
the crowd were in a condition to aceept any
sort of an advance on prices here ou short
potice.

No failures wara anoounced, though they
were expected, The report that the Traders’
Bavk was in the hands of a receiver caused some
nervousness. It was not even atated op the
floor that the bank was econnected in any
way with the speculators, but the mere faect
that there was something the matter was suffi-
cient to cause a great deal of talk. About mid-
day the flurry subsided for a time, and for half
an hour or more very little was done.

About 12:30 there was a little spasm, and De-
cember wheat again jumped to $§1.08. Many
thought this was another starter for another
greater bulge, but the thing was of short dura-
tion, cud prices settled Lack o few fractions.

Brief Letter Acceptinug the Republican Nomi-
nation for the Vice.Presideacy.

New Yorg, Oot. 2. ~The following is Levi P,
Mortou's letter acceping the pomination for
Vice-president:

*““To the Hon. M. M. Este and others, Committee;

“‘Gentlemen—In making forma! acceptance of
mYy nomination as the Republican eandidate for
the vice-presidency, | desire to expross my
grateful appreciation of the eonfidence reposed
io me by the convention.

‘“I'ne  duties devolviag npon the Vice-presi-
dent as presiding officir of the Senats, and in
certain contiogencies a participant in the legis-
lation of Congrees, maje it proper Lhal the peo-
ple should know distinelly and unreservediy *be
politieal views of the candidate who may be pre-
sented for their suflrages. It fortunately bap-
pens thay this duty, for wmyself, is easily dia-
coarged by referring to the princinles embedied
in the resolutions uoasimousiy adopted by the
pational convention. The resclutions, coequiv-
ocal and comprehensive in gharacter, reflect my
personal convictions and have my hearty sp-
proval.

“It is diffienlt, however,in a political campaign,
to fix popular attention cn more than ons 1ssue,
and in the pending election every voter in the
United States clearly sees that the controlling
question is whether the protective tarifl duties
now in force shall be soreduced as to destroy
their efficiency, or whether these Grties shall be
retsined with suech modifications and adjust-
ments as shall better adapt them to the great
end of protecting the vast and important indus-
tries of the whole country. The Republican
platform, while recognizing tho necessity of re-
ducing the revenue~, declares tbhat this reduction
must not be made at the expense of these indus-
tries and of American labor. The American
people have now enjoyed the protective eystem
for a loagsr continuous pericd than ever befors
in the bhistory of the pational government.
The result is ihat for more than a quarter of
a century they have realized a degree of indus-
trisl and financial prosperity unprecedented in
this country, and never equaled in any other.

Admitting that the presect tariff,
by lapse of timo and the large expansion of trade
which it bas stimulated, needs revision, is it not
wiser and more patriotic to revise it with
a carefal regard to the interests
of protection than with the purpose of lesssning
its protective features! These are some of the
questions which must be answered at the na-
tioual polls in November. For myself, 8s a civ
izen and as a candidate, I do not hesitaie to de-
clare that, from long observation, I am aa an-
wavering friend of the protective system. Ina
busicess life now extending over forty years [
have witnessed apd compared the elect Lion
tha country of a revenue tarill tecding to free
trade with a protective tariff encouraging home
industries. Under the former the development
of the country baa always been arrested, whila
ean promoted,
To the men who earn their bread by the sweat
of their brows the difference beiween the i{wo
eystems is of ovarrowing chaoces on the
one hand and expanding oopportunities
on the other. Fres trade would open
America to competition with the whole
world. Protection reserves America for Awmer-
icans, pative and adopted. Toe industrial sys-
tem of a country is as sensttive as public eredit,
A hostile movement creates distrost in the pub-
lic mind, and econfidence, the only basis of sue-
cessfal trade, becomes impaired. Naw enter-
prises wither in the dud, capital grows timid, the
field of Iabor is contracted and pressure for
employment inevitably reduces the wages of all
workingmen.

“With the views of the counvention, frankly
expressed in its resolutions upon all other quea-
ticas of public interest, I find myself in bearty
accord in relation to silver aud its important
bearing upon the national currency, as well as
its counection with and iuflusnre on the pros-

erity of large sectivns of our commwon couutry;
n its advoeacy of a judicious eettlement of the
public lands policy; in urzing the necessity for
better coast defenses and the duity we owe
to the shivping interests of the conntry, the plat-
form but repeats the approved principles of the
Republican party. The Republican platform
proposes a distinctly American policy; not ena
of narrowness and bigotry, but one broad and
philanthropie—a poliey that best helps the whole
world by the exampie of a great, growing, pow-
erful nation, founded upon the equality of every
man before the law.

YELLOW FEVER NEWS.

An Improved Outiook at Jacksonvilie—Inoo-
ulation as a Preventive.

JACk=ONVILLE, Fla, Oct. 2.—~The prospect is
a brieht one. For the twenty-four bours ending
at 6 p, M., pot one death from yellow fever has
beea reported. This is the first instance of like
resord in many weeks. The number of new
cases to-day was ninety-eight, of which thirty-
two were white and sixty-six colored. Total
cases to date, 2,823; total deaths, 264 Ration

' tickets are being rapidly reduccd and all abuses

ferreted out and corrected. The flnauce com-
mittee reported the receipt of $11,395 to-day. A
later message from the suburban home brings
the news of Colonel Daniels’s death. He was a
pative of Sounih Carolina, but a resideat of Flor-
ida for over forty vears

Dr. Nanez de Villavicensia, of New Orleans,
is takiog up a good deal of public atteation just
now in explaining his theory of the inoculation
of yellow fever. Ile certainly makes it appear
not only possible but practicable to obtamn yel-
low fever virus, and to so inoculate persons that
they will be yellow-fever proof. Io answer to
the guestion whether he had ever employed it,
the ql)octor aoswered: “Yes, ofjen; aud with
great success, I was for several
months with the celebrated Carmona,
im the City of Mexico, and became
thoroughly econvineed of the ellicacy of his pre-
veutive theory. Later, at Panama, only a few
years ago, [ vaccinated scores of people with
yellow-fever virus, acd bave watehed its action
and effect very closelr. It was wholly successful
in preventing discase except in oue or two io-
stances,”

He says he secures the virns from the blood
liquid in the intestines, or from the urine of
fever patients, The microbe, he says, isa veg-
etable and pot an animal saobetance, and cau
easily be detected in either of the fluids named
He bas the virus prepared on glass tablets, and
it needs only to be moistened and injected sud-
cutaneously.

THE WHITECHAPEL CRIMES.

Dr. Kiernan, of Chicsgo, Says the Marders
Are the Work ofa “Sexual Pervert.”
S ——

Caicaco, Oct. 2—Dr. J. G. Kiernan, of this
city, a recogoized medical anthority and editor
of the Medical Standard, said to-day that the
Whitechapel murderer is a cannibal pure and
simple. The Doctor added: ~‘The Whitechapel
morders are clearly the work of a lunatie
of the so-called *sexual pervert’ type, fortunately
rare in Anglo-Saxoc lands, but not infrequently
met with in Russia, Germany, Bohemia and
France. Iu these lunatics there is a return to
the animal passionas of the lowest canabalistic

savage races. Canpibalism is shown in
a thirst for blecod, and thess animal passions

ecome to the surface when the ehecksimposed by
centuries of eivilization are removed, either by
disease or by the defeets inherited from degeu-
erate parents. The most poted of these
cases was that of Giles Da Retz, the
origioal bloebeard of Lows XV, who slaugh-
tared 200 femals children in the same way as the
Whitecbspel butcher. The mautilations were
very simple. A npumber of similar cases
are on vrecord, in which the mur-
derer devoured the mutilated parts. It was
ouly a few years ago, in 1883, that all West-
phalia, in Germanv, was roused by several mys-
terious murders of femalss, of the same type as
thoss of Whitechapel. The vampiriem of the
middle ages, extending down throogh the four-
teenth, fiftesnth, sixteenth, seventeesth gnd
early eighteenth centuries, was s phase of this
form of insanity. As to the remedy,” continned
Dr. Kiernan, *“‘shut up the harmless, logical
lunatics and release fewer of so-called ‘sanpe’
men by lezal procedure from State iosane hos-
pitals, and crimes of all types by the insane mill
eease. No lunatio shonld Le atlarge unless some
reliable person is pecuniarily respoosible for his
acts. The ‘philanthropists’ who release ‘sane’
people from tbe insane hospitals always decline
pecuniary responsibility. There are Junaties
now at large in Chieago, released as sane from
insane hospitals, who, under certain conditions,
are fully capable of ecommitting Whitechapel
murders.”

About Fifty Is the Full Number of Members
of Congress Present for Daty.

WasniNeron, Oct. 2—Had all of the mem-
bers of the House been turned into the Senate
to-day the chamber of the latter body would not
bave been filled. While the journal of the
Sepnate was being read this morning the only
Senat-ars present were Messrs. Chandler, Hale,
Stockbridge, Sawyer, Davis, Blair and Paddock,
Republicans; and Reagan, Call, Saulsbury,
Berry, Jones of Arkaneas and Wilson of Mary-
land, Democrats. Later General Hawley strolied
in, and Mr, Teller followed. After a while Mer,
Spocner ambled on the floor; then, during the
morning hour, Cullom, Sherman and Cockrell
entered the chamber. Scarceiy at any time
during the day were there more than fifteen or
sixteen Senators present, while in the House
there were only thirty-five or forty members in
their seats, No business of any eonsequence

can be traneacted. No bills, exceot for pen-
sions, and no memorials or resolutions were
offered. The whole Capitol is almost entirely
deserted, and there is a quietude everywhere
that is strongly remindful of the impending
campaign.

REPUBLICAN TARIFF BILL.

The Mensure Will Be Made Public To-Day-

The Coming Congressional Rocess,
dpecial to the lndianavolls Journes.

Wasmxoron, Oect. 2 —There is very little
doubt that the Republican substitute for the

Mills tariff bill prepared by the Nenate commit-
tes on fivance will be made public and published

by the press of the country within the next
twenty-four houra This morning Senators

Harris and Vaoce, the Demoeratic members of
the committee on finance, who represent the

mioorisy, received from Seoator Beek, who is at
Fortress DMonroe, the draft of the minority
sgainst the Republican tarif? bill. Senator Beek
requests that in the event his colleagues on the
committee do not wish to acoept this report, that
it should go to the Senate as representing his
views, with the other reports, at the time the
whole matter is made public. Messrs. Harris
and Vance were locked up in & committes room
all day, going over the manuscript of
Mr. DBeck, and it s not known
to-pight to just what extent the views
of Mr. Beck will be uzed in the preparation of
what will be the minority report proper. As
stated in these dispatches, lass dight, the tariff
bill and the majority report which will go with

it have been ready for the public several days,
and ornly the repor: to bs submiited by the
Demoerats is aw:'tod, Late this afternoon
work was begun uoon an abstract of the Re-
pubiiean bill, which is to be officially given te
the press to-morro's afternoon. This work re-
quires a great deal of skill, inasmuch as the bill
is in almost incomprehensible form. The pres-
ent law must also be consulted closely in the
compiiation of an iuteliigent dercription of the
biil. Itis iotended tbat the measure sbhall be
given to the public omn cue day aad the
majority and minority reports oa the sue-
ceediug day, there being too much of
them all to receive full publication
on one day. Repnblican members of the com-
mittee on finance say the debate upon the il
will commounce the latter part of this or the
first of next week, snd that iv is to be pushed

ahead as rapidly as possible
There was a good deal of talk among the

Democrats in the Houss, to-day, however, about
& recess of Congress. The Damocratic members
of the committee on ways and means who are
now in the city favor the adontion of a conens-
rent resolution withio the next ten days, pro-
viding for a recess till avout the middle of No-
vember, and it is not improbable that before the
debate bas proceeded in the Senate on the tariff
bill more than & week, Congress will take a re-
co3s over the election,

THE FIFTIETH CONGRESS,

Experts in Yellow Fever—The Proposed In-
dustrial Home in Utah.

WasmiNaTOoN, Qet. 2.—The Senate jolnt reso-
lution authorizing the Secretary of War to ad-
mit for instructions at the Military Academy at
West Point Henry Lecomte, of Switzerland
(no expense to be caused to the United States
thereby), was reported from the committee on
military affairs and passed,

The resolution offered by Mr. Call, on Sept.
27, instructinsg the committee on epidemie
diseases to consider and report, before the ad-
journment of this session, additional legislation
to prevent the importation of contagious or in-
fectious diseases from foreign countries on the
coasts and boundaries of the Unitad States, was
taken up, and Mr. Call spoke on it.

Mr. Pasco offered an amendment directing the
committes to inquire further into the introdue-
tion of yellow fever inte Florida and other
States during the present year. In the course
of bis remarks Mr. Call read a letter from D:.
Reed suggesting epirits of ammonia as a

method of care apd prevention, and recom-
mending that some action be taken to test that
method.

Mr. Blair—Has the Senator some practioal
proposition to make, 50 as to bring thiugs toa
focus? i

Mr. Call—I have introdueed a joint resoiution
askiog the President of the United States to
convepe the Academy of Sciences—

Mr. Blair—What ie the object of comvening
the Academy of Sciences?

Mr. Call—and guch other learned men—

Mr. Blair—[Learned men have workad for
on this business and have found out nothing.

Me. Call—1 don't know any better plan than
to convene men of the greatest intelligence and
ask them to adopt the proper method of investi-
gation and follow it up in the most earnest and
aporoved method.

Mr. Blair—How would it do to appoint a com-
mittee of the Senate and let that committee
summon experis! 1 vever knew an academy of

ences to do anythine yet,

Mr. Call—I differ with my friend on that; I
wounld have such men as Prof. Huxley, of Eng-
land, and the, late Mr. Proctor.

Mr. Blair—These are not citizens of the United
States, How could the President convene
them!?

Mdr. Call—He could only request them te at-
tend.

Mr. Blair—I koow a doctor in New Hampshire
who wonld find out more about it than all of
them. You might summon him before the Sen-
ate committes.

Mr. Cali—] bave mno objection. I have no
doubt that he is a very learned man, but learn-
ing is not confined to any particular limits. I
acknowledge that there are great men in New
Hampshire, but there are also some great men
elsewhere, and let us have as many as we can

get.

Mr. Blair—Suppose that a specifie for yellow
fever is discovered, and' that the wuse of that
specifie wonld ionterfere with the doctrine of
States' richts—how weould it be then?

Mr. Call—We will attend to that question
when it arises. 1 never knew States’ rights to
interfere with good legislation.

Mr. Blalr—The trouble is that Florida fur
nishes the yeliow fever, and we are expected to
furnish the remedy.

The discussion was continued by Sesators

Call, Blair, Paseo, Chandler and Berry. Iun the
ecourse of 1t, Mr. Chandler resented what he
called an implication on the committee on epi-
demic diseases conveyed in Mr Call's remarks.
That committee, Mr. Chandler said, had shown
a disposition to do everything that needed to be
done, and to give all the time necessary to the
consideration of the subjest What fault, he
asked, had the Senater from Alabama to find
with the committeel

Mr. Call—I Lave not found any faglt with the
commities. The Sevator from New Hampshire
is as fond of fighting windmille as Don Quixote
was. He sees things in the air, and specires
troubles Lis imagication.

Mr. Morgao said be had a proposition to sug-

t, which had recommended itself to his mind
rom several years' observation of the trouble.
There was a graat difficulty in the United States
goveroment assuming to enforce guarantine
iaws in the States. The city of New York, for
instance, would never cousent to have s federal
commission go there and take charge of such an
epidemic as small-pox, chelera or yellow fever.
There were eight States in the South which had
been heretofore subjected to the ravages of the
yellow fever. His proposition was that each of
these States rhould vote $100,000, making a fund
of $800,000; that the Governor of each of thoee
States should appoint a commissioner; that that
board shouid select a president, and form a joint
commission of men selected for their reliability
and skill, and that this commission should have
access to the fund, aad use any part of it
wherever the {ullow tever migat ap There
would be no difficulty, he said, in Cougress, by
virtue of fits interest in the mwails, interstate
commerce and internstional commerce, voting a
subvention to the commission.

After further discussion the resclution ané
amendment were referred to the commitiee on
epidemie diseases.

The conference report on the defieiency bill
was reported by Mr. Hale aod explained by him.
The larger portion of the disagreeing votes bad,
he said, been arranged by the conferees. There
were four matters on which an agreement bad
not been reached. One was the item to pay the
widow of Chief-justice Waite the balaunce of the
year's salary, the House conferees insisting that
there was no precedent for it. Another was the
item to pay the year's salary of ao internal rev-
eoue ofiicer who remained at his post 10 Florida
and died there of yellow fever. Another was the
proposition to extend the laws to ‘No Man's
Land,” and another was the appropriation for
the Industrial Christian Home of Utah Terri-
tory. Mr. Hale proceecded to state the argu-
ments on behalf of this Iatter item. The seso-
ciation was regularly organized and composed of
many of the leading business wen of Salt Lake
City. Its purpose was o relieve, pro-
tect and care for dependent women
and children seeking to eseape
from polvgamous relations. The
scheme had excited the profound hostility of the
Mormon Church and its leaders, who saw 1o it
great peril to their institution. Bat so pumer-
ous were the apolicants for relief that the bene-
factions received were entirely inacequate; the
application for aid had been made to Congress,
and io the deficiency bill of 1886 the Senate had
inserted an item for $40,000 in aid of the objeect
of the association. That item remained in the
bill, and thus Congress embarked in the work
and declared that a home should be created and
mainteined in Utah for the bepefit of women and
their dependent children who should recounce
polygamy. Diffienity bad been thrown in the
way of the good work, however, by & Darrow
construction given to the law by the Governor
of the Territory, to the effect that the first wife
was pot entitied to the sdvantages of the josti-
tation, in a3 much as she was not
a polygamous wife. Congress had adopied
this Industrial Christian Home of Utah ss ite
ageney in the good work. The work was goiog
on. The association has gone forward and pur-
chased land and made contraots for the erection
of a permanent home. Without the approprin
tion io the deficiency bill, voted by the Senate,
but resisted by the House, the work wouild be
turped aside and erippled. He admitted that
the sum proposed in the deficiency bill, $80,000,
was large, but the work was a great one. He
could see in it, properly sustained by Congress
and properly managed and carried out, more of
a menace to polygamy than anything that had
occurred in the years that Congress had been
endeavoring to deal with that t snm
The Mormon leaders perceived this, and had sel
themselves early and late against the amend-
ment. He complsined that a branch of the
goveroment, not the legisiative, had been so im-

_pressea by the opposition of the Mormon Church,

tbhat it ventured to sat iteslf in the way marked
out by Congress. The House conferees would
not agree to the substantial parts of the propo-
sition in any respect, They said that the sum
was too iarege, and that they would oot agres to
any amount except ot eondition of the work on
the buildiog being turned over to the Bupervis-
ing Architect of the Tresaury. He apoealed to
the Senate to insist on the amendment.

Mr.Coekrell, one of the Senate conferees, stated
bis conviction that no influence of the Mormon
Chureh had been broueht to bear in any shape
or form in the discussion of the question. The
prineipal ground of difference beilween the Sen-
ate conferees and the House conferees was thas
the former wished to have the money expended
by a charitable institution, while the Iatter in-
sisted that the money should be placed in the
handas of the Secretary of the Treasury.

Mr. Teller favored the amendment as & meas-
are that supplemented the other lemsiation
against polygamy in such a way as to be effect-
ive, and at the same time merciful and right
Other nations that bad dealt with the question
of polygamy bad made provision for the women
and children, but the United States had made
none. It had iosisted that the relations sbould
be severed. It had wade polygamy a crime not
ouly for the man but for the woman, but bad
made po possible provision by which the woman
could break those conoeciions without meeting
want. He should prefer to see the words, ““Who
desire to sever their aliegience to the Mormon
Chureh,” omitted from the amendment.

Mr. Hale said a change of expression could be
agreed upon by the conterees,

Mir. Call favored the appropriation, and said
be had always protested against legisiative per-
secution of the Mormons. Mr. Dlair argued
against the idea of yieldiog to the demands of
the Hounse conferees, ou the eround that the
transfer of the work 10 the Tressury Depart-
ment would delay it for years and thus promote
the policy of the Mormon leaders.

Mr. Hale declared that there was but one ob-
jeet in diverting the sppropristion, and that was
delay. It was not claimed that there was any
scandal in the expenditure of the money or that
everything was not being done in good fashion.
Out of a clear sky—becanse it was not dared
or ventured to oppose the appropriation in
terma—came this proposition to divert the ap-

ropriation, which bad nothing in it bat delay.
Elo wanted the Senate to understand that

After further diecussion the confersnce report
was sgread to and the Senate insisted on its dis-
agroement to tha tems.

The conferpuce report on the joint resolution
in ald of the suflerers from vellow fever was
presonted end agreed to after some explanations
br Mr. Edmunda. The Houss conferees in-
sisted, he said, that the House wounld net agres
to the phrase adoptad in the joint resolution “in
direct aid of the sufferers,” on the grevsd that
it was beyond the constitotionai anuthority of
Congress 10 do a thing of that kind, as particu-
larly illaminaied sod set forth in a message
froms the President vetoing a bill for ihe dis-
trivution of seeds in certain counties in Texas.
And so, in order to accommodate the solicitnde
of the House, the conference sommittes had
agreed toa parapbrase whieh meant precisely the
same thing. The Senate couferees thought
they bad accomplished the end without wound-
ine the constitutional sensibility of anybody.

Conference reports on the biil to abolish Circuit
Court powers in certain distriets and to grant
lands for cemetery purposes to the city of Den-
ver, were also presented and agreed to.

The House bill authorizing the President to

appoint A. J. Smith, lste colonel of the Saventh
United States Cavalry, and place him on the re-
tired list with the ravk of colonel was reported
and placed on the calendar,
'\ Mr. Jonea, of Nevada, offered a resolution,
which was referred to the commitiee on foreign
relstions, requesting the President to wnegotiate
treaties with the government of her Britansic
Majesty, and with the republie of Mexico, reo-
spectively. for the exclusion of Chinese laborers
from the North American coutinent, and for
the prevention of their entrance into the United
States from the territory of either of such gov-
ernments, or from dependencies thereof.

A resolution was adopted authoriziog Mr.
Hale's committee on ¢Wil-service reform to econ-
tinge its sesslons during the recess. Adjourced.
